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Section 1. DEFINITION OF APPROPRIATION PERIOD.1

For purposes of this act and any other legislative2

bill passed by the One Hundred First Legislature, Second Session,3

which appropriates funds, FY2008-09 means the period July 1, 2008,4

through June 30, 2009; FY2009-10 means the period July 1, 2009,5

through June 30, 2010; FY2010-11 means the period July 1, 2010,6

through June 30, 2011; FY2011-12 means the period July 1, 2011,7

through June 30, 2012; and FY2012-13 means the period July 1, 2012,8

through June 30, 2013.9

Sec. 2. APPROPRIATION LANGUAGE.10

There are hereby appropriated, for FY2009-10 and11

FY2010-11, the sums set forth in this act to each agency for each12

program from the respective funds for the general operations of13

state government, postsecondary education, capital construction,14

and state aid, except as otherwise appropriated.15

Sec. 3. REAPPROPRIATION OF BALANCE, FY2009-10 to16

FY2010-11.17

In addition to the appropriations set forth in this18

act, there are hereby reappropriated all unexpended appropriation19

balances existing on June 30, 2010, for FY2010-11 to the respective20

agencies, programs, and funds listed in this act, except as21

otherwise provided in this act.22

Sec. 4. CERTIFIED ENCUMBRANCES.23

All certified encumbrance amounts on June 30, 2010, not24

otherwise reappropriated pursuant to section 3 of this act, are25
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hereby reappropriated for FY2010-11, which amounts shall be in1

addition to the amounts shown in this act.2

Sec. 5. NEBRASKA ACCOUNTING SYSTEM MANUAL DEFINITIONS.3

The definitions contained in the Nebraska Accounting4

System Manual, and any amendments thereto, on file with the Clerk5

of the Legislature are hereby adopted by the Legislature as the6

definitions for this act, except as provided in section 70 of this7

act.8

Sec. 6. DRAWING AND PAYING WARRANTS.9

The Director of Administrative Services shall draw10

warrants upon the proper fund in the state treasury for an amount11

not to exceed the appropriations set forth in this act upon12

presentation of proper documentation. The State Treasurer shall pay13

the warrants out of the appropriate funds.14

Sec. 7. AGENCY EFFICIENCY REVIEW PLANS.15

(1) All state agencies shall develop an agency efficiency16

review plan for FY2010-11 and FY2011-12. The state agency17

efficiency review plan shall include agency recommendations on the18

following:19

(a) The consolidation of existing programs within the20

agency;21

(b) The opportunities for streamlining existing services;22

(c) The reforms needed to reduce the number of employees23

and layers of management within the agency;24

(d) A review of all mandates and requirements imposed on25
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the agency and the results of eliminating or changing the mandates1

and requirements; and2

(e) The structural and operational changes needed for the3

agency to move from a five-day to four-day work week.4

(2) Agencies shall provide the agency efficiency review5

plan to the Appropriations Committee of the Legislature and shall6

file a copy of the plan with the Clerk of the Legislature by7

September 1, 2010.8
